Mr. Gasch requested a fair 
assessment for King county. Mr. Herman showed that the city of 
Seattle pays 72 per cent. of King county taxes, and that King 
county pays 5 per cent. of the total amount of the state tax. Mr. 
Hurd represented that while King county is large, and rich, and 
populous, her people think that there is not a just equalization of 
the taxes assessed, and that King county bears more than her just 
proportion of the taxes levied against the property of the state. 

- Geo. E. Starrett, ehairman of the Jefferson county board of com- 
missioners, appeared before the Board, specially calling attention 
to the assessment of mills and machinery in that county. He de 
clared that all but one of these properties were idle and consequently 
nonproduetive, hence he requested that the assessment thereon be 
lowered.

H. W. Tyler, county auditor; Col. J. W. Feighan, prosecuting 
attorney, and Messrs. A. J. Thorpe and F. A. Fender, county com- 
missioners, of Spokane county, appeared before the Board and 
argued that Spokane county is assessed higher, in proportion to 
her population, than either King or Pierce, and prayed that in the 
equalization her valuations be reduced to conform to the valuations 
placed upon property in other counties of like class. 
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The law providing that the equalized value of real property in 
each even numbered year shall be the same as the equalized valua- 
tion for the previous year, and the Board having been advised by 
the attorney general that the valuation of all real property in the 
state as equalized in 1895 shonld stand as the equalized value for 
the present year, it is ordered that the classifications. adopted in 
1895 on real property and railroad tracks be and the same are made 
the classifications for this year. 

For the purpose of equalizing land values, the following olassifi- 
cation with reference to eounties was made, to wit.: 
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By reason of a large discrepancy in the values of improvements 
on acreage in the several counties of the state as equalized by the 
county boards, it was deemed advisable to make the following 
classification with reference to counties for the purposes of equal- 


ization of values: 
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On motion, the following resolutions were adopted: 


Resolved, That all railroad lines in the State of Washington be and ths 
same are hereby classified by this board for the purpose of equalizatien, 
as follows: 

First: AM transcontinental trunk lines passing through the state shal 
constitute the first class. 

Second: All standard gauge lines owned, operated, leased or controlled 
in whole or in part, by any transcontinental system, the main trunk lines 
of which are situated within or withont the limits of this state, and all 
standard gauge lines and their branches, not part of any transcontinental 
system, but connecting with a transcontinental system, shall constitute 
the second elass. 

Third: AU narrow gauge lines and their branches connecting with a 
transcontinental system, and all standard gauge lines not ineluded not 
comprised in classifications one (1) and two (2), in actual operation for 
froight and passenger traffic, shall constitute the third class. . 

Fourth: AM narrow gauge lines and all standard gauge lines not in 
ciuded nor comprised in elassifieations one (1), two (2) or three (3), shall 
- constitute the fourth class. 

Fifth: All railroad grades or rights-of-way upon which ties have not 
been laid shall constitute the fifth class. 

Sixth: All side tracks shall constitute the sixth class. 
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On motion the following resolutions were adopted: 

Ecso!ved, That all railroads within the state shail be and the same are 
hereby equalized at the following rates per mile; 

Railroads of the first class are equalized at the rate of $4,825 per mile, 

Railroads of the second class are equalized at the rate of $4,444 per 
mile. 

Railroads of the third class are equalized at the rate of $2,618 per mile. 

Railroads of the fourth class are equalized at the rate of $2,158 per 
mile. 

Railroads of the fifth class are equalized at the rate of $341 per mile. 

Railroads of the sixth class are equalized at a rate in each case equal 
t240 per cent. of the valuation per mile of the main line to which such 
gde track belongs. On this basis side tracks are equalized as follows: 

Those attached or belonging to railroads of the first class, $1,980 per 
milo; of the second class, $1,777 per mile; of the third elass, $1,045 per 
nile; of the fourth class, €855 per mile; and of the fifth class, 822 per mile. 


For the purpose of equalizing the valuation of horses, mules and 
asses, the same were classified with reference to counties as fol- 
‘ows, to wit: 

Class 1— Chehalis, Claliam, Clarke, Cowlitz, Island, Jefferson, King, 
Kitsap, Lewis, Mason, Pacific, Pierce, San Juan, Skagit, Skamania, Sno- 
tomish, Thurston, Wakkiakum, Whatcom. 

Class 2— Columbia, Kittitas, Klickitat, Spokane, Stevens, Walla Walia, 
Whitman, Yakima. 

Class S— Adams, Asotin, Douglas, Franklin, Garfield, Lincoln and 
Oxanogan. 

The average value of horses, mules and asses, as returned by the 
county boards, having been found by the Board to be, in Class 1, 
26.05; in Class 2, $18.80; in Class 3, $11.55, it is hereby ordered 
that horses, mules and asses be equalized as follows: Class 1, 
220,05; Class 2, $15.80; Class 8, $11.55. 

The following classification with reference to counties was made 
for the purpose of equalizing the values of cattle: 

Class 1— Chehalis, Clallam, Clarke, Cowlitz, Island, Jefferson, King, 
Kitsap, Lewis, Mason, Pacific, Pierce, San Juan, Skagit, Skamania, Sno- 
homish, Thurston, Wahkiakum and Whatcom counties. 

Class 2— Adams, Asotin, Columbia, Douglas, Franklin, Garfield, Kit- 
titas, Klickitat, Lincoln, Okanogan, Spokane, Stevens, Walla Walla, 
Whitman and Yakima counties. 

The average value of cattle, as returned by the county boards, 
having been found to be, in Class 1, $12.90; in Class 2, $11.60, it 
was ordered that the value of cattle be equalized as follows: Class 
1, $12.90; Class 2, $11.60. 
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The Board having found the average value of sheep and hoy, 
as returned by the several county boards, to be one dollar and fg 
teen cents per head for sheep and one dollar and eighty cents per 
head for hogs, and believing that the value of this class of property 
is the same throughout the state, it was ordered that the equalize] 
value of sheep be placed at one dollar and fifteen cents per head 
and that of hogs at one dollar and eighty cents per head. 

On motion, the increase and decrease on personal property, a 
indicated in list marked schedule .““A”” of this report, were ap 
proved and fixed. 

On motion, the increase and decrease on real property, as indi 
cated in list marked schedule “B” of this report were approved 
and fixed. 

On motion, the rates of increase and decrease on railroad tracks, 
as indicated in list marked schedule ** C?" of this report were ap 
proved and fixed. 

The state auditor notified the Board that pursuant to the provis 
ions of section 4 of chapter 2, Session Laws of 1889-1890, he hal 
fixed the rate of tax levy for interest on and the ultimate redemp- 
tion of the state bonds at one-fifth (3) of one mill on a dollar of 
the taxable property of the state. 

The tax for military purposes has been fixed at one-fifth (4) ef 
one mill. 

On motion, the state tax for general state purposes amounting 
to $626,615, and for state school purposes amounting to $655,480, 
was levied and apportioned among the several counties as indicated 
by the schedule «*D* of this report, as follows, to wit.:
